THE PROGRAM MEETINGS of the Mid-West Tennessee Genealogical Society 
are held at 7:30 p.m., the second Thursday of each month, at the Jackson 
Madison County Library in Jackson, Tennessee. The following accounts 
were taken from the local newspaper. Society News Reporter is Mrs.

JANUARY PROGRAM MEETING: Program Chairman, Mrs. James M. Hyde of Ridgely, 
Tennessee, presented an informative program before the group at the Society's 
regular meeting. She introduced Mrs. H. F. May, genealogy teacher, and 
Miss Mary Holmes, genealogist, who served on a panel, answering questions 
and leading in discussions. Miss Holmes has traced one of her family lines 
to 844A. D. in Wales and has established a line of 11 generations on her 
maternal side, who were early settlers of Virginia. She showed those who 
are just beginning this interesting hobby a chart with which to start work. 

Questions asked and discussions included the part deeds and' wills play in 
research and the meaning of some Latin words often used in old wills. One 
question asked was: "Where can I find a passenger list of a ship that came 
to Virginia in the mid sixteen hundreds, bringing a group of Huguenots to 
Virginia from France?" A certain book in the Tennessee Room of the Library 
was recommended as a possible source of this information. Some old maps 
were displayed and discussed. An interesting book was shown by William B. 
Elam of Medina, which listed marriages in Mecklenburg County, Va. of 200 
years ago. 

FEBRUARY PROGRAM MEETING: A large group of enthusiastic genealogists and 
historians listened with interest to an outstanding talk by Dr. John Ao 
Eisterhold from the Department of History and Political Science, of the 
University of Tennessee, Martin, at the February program meeting of the 
Society. 

Dr. Eisterhold divided his talk into three areas: Research in Public 
Records Office, London, England, Research in the National Archives in 
Washington, D. C, and Newspaper Research. 

He told of the passenger lists of ships that could be found in the records 
in London when our forefathers left for America, and the wealth of information 
obtained from these lists, as often former English addresses were given, ages, 
occupations and marital status. He stressed the courtesy and efficiency 
of the staff and said that records were preserved back to the time of 
William the Conqueror. In the National Archives in Washington he said that 
there were 900,000 cubic feet of material and 3,500 rolls of microfilm. 
He said "it is your library". He further stated that old newspapers were 
a great source of information and that old issues in the Archives department 
are bound, but not indexed. 

Dr. Eisterhold answered questions at the conclusion of his talk concerning 
immigration trails, patterns of settlement by the English, Scotch-Irish 
and German settlers and gave specific addresses and booklets where genealogical 
land material can be obtained • 

MARCH PROGRAM MEETING: Mr. Laurence Gardiner of Memphis, Term., well 
known genealogist and historian, gave much information to the Mid-West 
Tennessee Genealogical Society at their February program meeting when he 
spoke on the subject "How to Establish Family Lines when Court House Records 
have been Burned". 

Mr. Gardiner, who has done research in most Southern states and many others, 
said that interest in genealogy is growing rapidly and that thousands of^ 
people are working in this science because they want to know more of their 
family history, many are planning to publish manuscripts, and others are 
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trying to become members of patriotic societies. He said that once you get 
interested, you "never get over it". 

He stated that at least one-third of the counties in most Southern states 
have had records burned, many during the Revolutionary War and the War 
between the States. He encouraged those present to try tax lists and land 
grants which are preserved in many State Archives Departments. Also he said 
that much information can be obtained from old family cemeteries, from 
relatives, and from family Bibles. "Do not take any published book as truth 
unless there is definite proof", he said. He told instances where tradition 
had been proven as absolutely false. He stressed that perserverance pays 
off and that valuable information can often be found in old papers found in 
discarded desks or trunks.

S. W. BOON AT REST 

After 75 years of Useful Life Pioneer Resident of Madison County Passed 
Peacefully Away Saturday Afternoon at 4 o'clock - For Years a Magistrate 
From the Fifteenth District.

S. W. Boon is dead. At the age of 7 5 years this lovable old gentleman Saturday 
passed peacefully away into a better land than this. His gentle spirit floated 
out into the unknown at the hour of 4 in the afternoon and in his going Madison 
County lost one of her oldest, best and truest citizens. Death occurred at the 
home on East Lexington Avenue. He was conscious up till a few minutes before 
he breathed his last, 

Esq. S. W. Boon was typical of this section. He was born in this county March 
4th, 1830, and was educated at the county school near Cotton Grove. He came 
to Jackson in 1856 and was soon after made Clerk of the Circuit Court, holding 
that office until 1874. In that year he engaged in the grocery business in which 
he continued for a number of years, the style of the firm being Boon & Biggs. 
Then for awhile he engaged in farming and in 1894 he was elected a Magistrate, 
receiving the largest vote that was ever cast in this district for that office, 
1, 085. Esq. Boon's father, Benjamin Boon, came to Madison County from 
Franklin County, N. C. , in 1825 and lived to the ripe eld age of 82. 

At the time of his demise, which was caused by a general breaking down of his 
constitution, Esq. Boon was still holding office as a Magistrate from this, the 
Fifteenth civil district. Up till a little more than a year ago he was an active 
Justice of the Peace, his desk being in the Trustee's office at the Courthouse. 
Long after his health began to fail he continued each day to come to his office, 
but at length his condition grew such as to cause his confinement at home. He 
was missed at the Courthouse, for there he was loved by all who held office in 
the county building and by the many who visit there. The absence of his familiar 
face, the lack of his cheery, honest voice, the closed desk, the vacant chair, 
have all been daily noted with genuine grief, which is only surpassed by sorrow 
in the hearts today of those to whom he was so dear, now that their old friend 
has gone away never to return. Esq. Boon was a man of the highest morals. 
His honor and integrity were unsurpassed and he was a man one could feel prond 
and honored in calling friend. 

Surviving Mr. Boon are two sons, J. W. Boon and Robert Boon, and two daugh- 
ters, Mrs. W. W. Potts and Mrs. v7. L. Bumpus. He also leaves a devoted 
wife. 

The funeral will occur Monday morning at 10 o'clock from the residence on 
Lexington Avenue, conducted by Rev. C. W. Welch. Interment at Riverside

WILL OF BRITTON OXLEI, Contributed by Mrs. Floyd W. Johnson,Box 158 Bells Hwy., 
Jackson, Term. This will was recorded July 31, 1821, by Ezer Ellis, Clerk, 
St. Clairsville, Ohio. 

Pay first debts and funeral expenses. Give to my wife Elizabeth the sum of 
$60.00 also her choice of a bed and suitable bedding sufficient for summer and 
winter also a side saddle, during her widowhood her choice of a cow to be kept 
and such part of my household and kitcher furniture that she may deem proper 
to be taken out of the $60.00 above mentioned, she shall have free egres and 
regards on all occations about the house, priveliges of the outhouse and a 
third part of the garden and shall be found ten bushels of wheat, ten bushels 
of Indian corn and 150 weights of pork annually. 

I give to my daughter Mary Dilmer $60.00 to be paid five years from my debase. 
I give to my daughter Ann Argo in addition to what she has had the sum of $8.00. 
I give also to my grandson Britton Dilmer the sum of $20.00. I give the three 
grandchildren of my daughter Patience Winderarm the sum of $10.00 to be 
equally divided between them/ The remainder of my personal estate not before • 
disposed »f I leave to my son John Two-thirds. To my son Everit the remainder' 
of all my estate whereon I now live. It is my will that my son John shall have 
the same for the term of 5 years from my decease, at the expiration of said 
term it is my will that it shall be equally divided in value between my son 
Everit and my son John each paying annually my wife, Elizabeth during her 
widowhood the sum of $10.00. 

I appoint my two sons Everit and John my executors. March 10, 1821.
